Status of the Land Complication 
That Caused Them 

The following letter in regard to the 
railroad lands in dispute, out of which 
grew the recent double murder in the 
Castac Canon, will be found of interest: 

WasninGcton (D.C.), April 15th. 

To the Editor of The .Times—DEAR 
Sim: Your issue of March 6th last, con- 
taining an account of the murder of Mr. 
Walton, growing out of claims to certain 
lands within the alleged limits of the South- 
ern Pacifie Railroad Company, was sent us 
by W. W. Jenkins of Newhall. 

We are the attorneys here for Mr. Wal- 
ton, whose application to enter certain 
lands, as well as similar applications of 
hundreds of other settlers, has been pend- 
ing in the Comupissioner’s office for several 
years awaiting the deeision of a motion to 
review the decision of the Secretary of the 
Interior, made June 23, 1 

By the terms of this decision, lands with- 
in the common primary limits of the grant 
to the Atlactic and Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, and of the grant to the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company (branch line); and 
also lands within the indemnity limits of 
the grant to the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company (branch line) and within the 
primary limits of the grant to the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad Company, were de- 
clared to be public lands, and directed to be 
thrown open to settlement and entry. 

By the same decision, lands within the 
primary limits of the grant to the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company (branch line) 
and within the indemnity limits of the 

rant to the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 
ompany were continued in reservation, 
“pending ae by the courts, or 
until such time as the department may 
deem it proper to remove the reservation.” 

Immediately after the said decision was

At this moment, however, the Council 
was notified that the visiting pioneers 
were in the building, when a recess 
was taken for the purpose of receiving 
them.

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AN OLD SOLDIER ON TRIAL FOR 

ROBBERY. 

Michael Traynor of the Soldiers’ 
Home Charged with Robbing 
One of His Comrades—The “Boss” 
Smuggler Taken Back to San 
Diego—Business in Judge Che- 
ney's Department—Court Notes, 


Michael Traynor, a member of the 
Santa Monica Soldiers’ Home, was on 
trial yesterday in department No. 6 of 
Court, before Judge 
Shaw, upon the charge of robbing one 
of his comrades, a grizzled veteran 
named James Barry. Quite a number 
of elderly members of the home were 
in attendance as witnesses, and they 
all seemed to feel very keenly the dis- 
creditable nature of the charge against 
one of their number. 


The alleged robbery was committed 
on the night of February 26th last, and 
was committed, as Barry testified, on 
the road from Santa Monica to the 
10. He had been to Santa Monica 
during the day, and showed up at the 
home shortly before tuttoo, covered 
with dust, bis face bloody, and com- 
plaining of bis sides. He related the 
story of his trip, saying that Traynor 
had followed him around during the 
day, and asked for money from bim. 
He did not like his actions, however, 
and got away from him. He started 
forthe home about dusk, and on the 
way Traynor suddenly appeared as he 
was crossing a bridge. As they met 
Traynor, he testified, the latter 
knocked him down, kicked him in the 
sides, and took his money away from 
him, he could not tell just how much. 
He then cursed him and asked him 

at he had done with his gold watch. 
After securing all the money Traynor 
went away, and he hobbled along to 
the bome.

But the World's Fair Bill Goes 
Through with a Rush. 


Retained in the Measure. 


A Resolution Offered in the House 
Providing for Increased Pur-

WASHINGTON (D. C.), April 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Senate.—Among the 
bills placed on the calendar was the Senato 
bill to provide an additional Associate Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of Arizona.

Hé referred to Chauncey M. Depew’s speech 
before the Seuate committee, and to his 
mention of the town of Peekskill as his 
birthplace, and as the center of a larger 
population than that of which St. Louis 
was the center, and said that Mr. Depew's 
modesty had furbid him going any further to 
show why Peekskill did not aspire to the 
site of the World’s Fair. He ( Vest) sug- 
gested that after that great act of parturi- 
tion the vital engergies of Peekskill were 
exhausted, and that she had remained ever 
since in a state of innocuous desuetude.

A FATAL PRACTIOR. 


Reasons Urged Against Uncovering 

the Head at Funerals. 
S. R. Lippincott of Pasadena writes 
to the National Funeral Directors’ 
Magazine as follows: 
“Among all the customs and fash- 
ions of the -day there is none more 
fatal perhaps than the above. A very 
able article on this subject appeared in 
print a year or two since by a clergy- 
man, and which the writer intended to 
have preserved, showing that among 
all the foolish, as well as pernicious, 
customs of the day, the su 2 prac- 
tice of uncovering the head in the open 
air at funerals, out of respect to the 
dead, was the most fatal.. One of the 
most eminent of surgeons lifts up his 
voice against the practice—having 
had a long and almost fatal spell of 
sickness himself from having acted 
as a pall-bearer at the funeral of a 
friend, removing his hat, as is cus- 
tomary, as the remains were brought 
out of church. IIe says he is only one 
of hundreds of instances, and spoke 
of several who had died of pneumonia 
from — at funerals. Ie further 
says: There can be no doubt about 
it—a man, be he clergyman or layman, 
who leaves a close carriage, to stand in 
the chilling air of a cemetery with un- 
covered head, does so at the peril of 
his life.’ 

At a late convention of several hun- 
dred undertakers it was given as their 
experience that fully half were suffer- 
ing more or less with catarrh of the 
head from being thus exposed. But,“ 
says a brother whose gallantry and 
politeness will not allow him to go 
against the fashion, How are we 
going to help it?’ Well! I will tell 
you, my brother, how it can be done 
without giving offense, as has been 
done on a few occasions. Let the 
clergyman, or whoever has charge of 
the funeral, announce, ‘That out of 
respect for the dead the gentlemen 
present will please not remove their 
hats in the open air.’ It will soon 
be understood, and the practice will 
cease instantly. The Jewish idea of 
reverence insists upon covering the 
head in the presence of Jebovah, and to 
acertain extent it is also a Quaker 
custom. So there is nothing neces- 
sarily wanting in reverence in having 
the head covered during the funeral 
service; but, on the contrary, much 
that is wicked and irreverent in disre- 
garding the plainest law of health, in 
removing the head-covering at a time 
when to do so is to expose one to one 
of the deadliest of diseases. We need 
to put this absurd custom wholly away, 
and the clergy and physicians, in their 
several towns and Villages, can heip us 
to a newer and better order of things— 
- you will only bring it to their no- 

ce.

FARM TOPICS. 


That Swill Pail 

[Farm and Fireside.] | 
Where there is one farmhouse fur- 
nished with sink and sewer to carry 
off the slops, etc., from the kitchen, 
there are 100 without them. And, as 
most farmers utilize the slop?.parings, 
etc., for their hogs, it becomes necws- 
sary to save it in a manner to make it 
portable. Then there’s no other way 
out of a dilemma than to have a swill 
pail, or several of them. 
‘These pails most kitchen workers 
prefer shall be outdOors—just outside 
the door you usually see them, and 
just the place to make or cause extra 
steps for the housewife. What is the 
use of having it outside at all? Why 
not set it in the pantry, or, if need be, 
in the kitchen, until the work is done, 
then have it emptied? Some women 
will not do this because they fear they 
might splash the floor, which is easily 
avoided if one is careful. Have a 
square of oilcloth to put under the 
bucket when in use. | 
The swill-pail should be kept well 
painted, dark red or brown being the 
best colors. It should be thoroughly 
scrubbed and scalded, at least once a 
week—washday is a good time to 
attend to this work. A confectionery 
or candy bucket, or a tobacco bucket, 
make good swill pails as long as they 
last; but they do not last long. 
Always have a cover for the pail. 
Candy and tobacco buckets have very 
nice covers, which your groceryman 
will give you, or sell to you very 
cheaply. |
